URGED IN COUNTY 
TO EASE FAMINE 


New Purchase Program To 


Allow Farmers Best Price 


Up Until March 31 


Clifford F. Shaw, chairman of 
the Columbiana county agricultural 
adjustment committee, today urged 
farmers to deliver wheat rather 
than hold it, citing the new emerg­ 
ency wheat purchase program of 
the r . s. department of agriculture 
which permits a farmer to sell at 
the 
hest 
market price 
between 
now and March 31. 1947. 
Designed to channel wheat into 
positions where it can be made 
available for starving people in 
other parts of the world, the de­ 
livery plea was directed af all 
wheat growers, whether they have 
a few bushels or a hundred In 
storage 
Excess Holdings Found 
Mr. Shaw said the state AAA 
estimates Ohio farmers are holding 
£.000.OOP bushels In their granaries 
as of April I, according to crop 
reports. 
This is 2.000.000 in ex­ 
cess of the holdings on farms a 
year ago. 
The Commodity Credit Corp. has 
been authorized to place the follow­ 
ing program into operation to as­ 
sist in the movement of this much 
needed supply of wheat into trade 
channels. 
All 
country elevators, 
millers. 
and warehousemen are authorized 
by the CCC to accept delivery of 
any amount of wheat and issue a 
purchase certificate to the farmer 
This certificate can be held by 
the farmer up to March 31, 1947. 
Any time during the period of de­ 
livery and March 31, 1947, the far­ 
mer can offer the certificate to the 
CCC and designate the date that 
he feels the price of wheat is the 
most favorable on the market. 
He may also use this certificate 
as collateral for a loan with any 
bank in his trading area to obtain 
a loan equal to the prevailing loan 
rate in his county. 
C C C To Pay Difference 
On a day that be wishes to mar 
ket his wheat, in case of a loan. 
he will notify the CCC, specify the 
date when the wheat should be 
-;>rketed. 
In case 
the 
market 
M is higher then than the loan 
\ 
on the wheat, the CCC will 
*f his obligation to the bank 
iorward him the difference. 
This makes it possible for the 
farmer to speculate on the market 
without holding the wheat on his 
farm / This eliminates any risk in 
keeping the wheat in condition at 
this time of the year. 
The CCC 
will assume the responsibility for 
the quality and the movement of 
(he wheat.
